“ The Rev. John Gano gathered the first 
Baptist Society in the city of New-York, and 
became its pastor in 1762. He was a distin- 
guished chaplain in the American army during 
the re velutionary war. In 1788, he removed 
to Kentucky, and preached in various places, 
to great acceptance and the spiritual benefit 
of many. His days were ended at Frankfort 
in August, 1804, at the age of 77 years. From 
his private writings an teresting biographical 
memoir has been given to the public, which 
supersedes the necessity of enlarging, in this 
work, upon the character of this faithful and 
orthodox preacher of the gospel. The follow- 
ing anecdote, however, does not appear in that 
memoir, andis too important to be lost. 


While in the ministry at New-York, a cer- | 


tain man, who had lived in open hostility to 


the laws of God, a debauchee,a drunkard, a | 


gambler, a blasphemer, a reviler of every 


thing sacred, was suddenly seized with a most 


excrutiating disorder, and his dissolution seem- 


edto be fast approaching.

SLAVERY .—No. I 

Messrs. Evirors,—Nothing but an ardent 
desire to contribute my mite to the cause of 
universal liberty, would induce me to submit 
any remarks of mine to the candid considera- 
tion of your readers. I trust, however, that no 
wpology will be demanded: and I shal! there- 
tore, atter exhibiting a rapid outline of the 
origin and progress of slavery, proceed to a 
miscellaneous discussion of the subject, with 
more particular reference to the obligations 
aor interests of our own country 

In tracing the origin and progress of slavery 
n primitive times, we find little upon which 
we van rely with implicit confidence. For 
authentic profane history begins just about 
the time the Old Testament was finished; 
that is to say, within four or five centuries of 
the Christian era; and as sacred history is al- 
most exclusively confined, in its circumstantial 
letails, to the remarkable dealings of Jeho- 
vah with his peculiar people, we are necessari- 
y compelled to resort to poetical allusions and 
the uncertain legends of oral tradition, foi 
nearly all our knowledge of the manners and 
customs of the earliest ages of heathen antiqui- 
ty. It seems to be a very probable hypothe- 
sis that captives in war were retained as slaves, 
very soon after the confusion of tongues. Pa- 
rents also appear to have sold their children 
into servitude, at a very remote period. Some 
have supposed that slavery commenced with 
Nimrod: and hence the lines of Pope— 

Prond Nimrod first the bloody chase began, 

A mighty hunter, and his prey was man 
But whether the sanple language of the Bible 
(Genesis X. 9,) warrants this commentary, I 
submit to those, who are more fond than I am, 
ot the whimsical conceits and “ airy nothings,” 
which have too often found a “ local habitation 
and a name”’ inthe chasms of sacred history 
It is certain,however,from the manner in which 
Joseph’s brethren sold him to the Ishmaelites, 
that men had already become an article of 
traffic. Soon after, we find the

they also became slaye-holders after their set- 
tlement in Palestine. Homer repeatedly al- 
ludes to the custom of kidnapping in small pi- 
ratical expeditions, and of reducing prisoners 
of war to the condition of slaves. Thucydi- 
des mentions, that the ancient Greeks, and the 
inhabitants of the neighbouring islands and up- 
on the Asiatic shore, were addicted to mutual 
piracies: and their predatory enterprises, like 
the subsequent practice of thieving in Sparta, 
so far from involving any idea of wrong, or of 
moral turpitude, appear to have been univer- 
sally regarded as achievements of heroism and 
glory. An exchange of prisoners of war 
was unknown to the ancients. In Egypt, 
Greece, and Rome, the collar and the chain 
awaited the captive. 

It may perhaps be a matter of question, how 
much the promotion of Joseph will prove for 
the lenity, with which the early Egyptians may 
have treated their slaves. The condition of 
the Israelites in bondage is well known. And 
in later times, the bond-men of Egypt are 
said to have been treated with great cruelty. 
Nothing but the temple of Hercules could 
shelter them from the barbarity of their mer- 
ciless tyrants. —Throughout Greece the priva- 
tions and hardships of the slaves were almost 
beyond endurance,—notwithstanding Demos- 
thenes once said, that “ the condition of a slave 
at Athens was preferable to that of a free citi- 
zen in many other countries.”’ But the free- 


| born spirit would sometimes rise above its de- 


basement, and burst the chains which capri- 
ciéus fortune or the strong arm of power had 
imposed upon it. ‘ Athenzus reports, that in 
Attica the slaves once seized upon the castle 
.of Sunium, and committed ravages upon the 
country; and at the same time made their sec- 
ond insurrection in Sicily: for in that country 
they frequently rebelled, but were at last redu- 
ced with great slaughter, no less than a million 
of them being killed.” The Spartans often 
suffered severely from their oppression of the 
unfortunate Helotes.—In the early ages of 
Rome, vanquished nations were incorporated 
with the original inhabitants. This poliey was 
afterwards abandoned, and prisoners of war 
were marched to Rome, to constitute an in- 
sulated and despised portion of the community: 
—until, after various changes, the slaves under 
the Emperors gradually acquired nearly equal 
privileges with Roman citizens. Comparatively 
speaking, the Romans in general deserve com- 
mendation for their treatment of their slaves,
